Colonel Carlos Mendieta, nationalist 
leader, amplified a statement in which 
he said the provisional government 
should declare itself “de facto” by ex- 
plaining that he meant only that “the 
revolutionary program should be fol- 
lowed out with regard to Cuba’s inte- 
rior problems for the purpose of re- 
storing constitutional and legal prac- 
tices.” 

“As far as Cuba’s international re- 
lations are concerned,” he added, ‘‘we 
have been recognized as a constitu- 
tional government.”

BUYING WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—One of the largest New 
Yark firms handling consumers’ goods is carrying out 
a neat experiment on the sly. 

It started out recently to store up a 10 months’ supply of 
goods. Nine warehouses have been rented from a railroad com- 
pany. 

The jdea is to stock to the limit at existing marketing prices. 
In effect, this firm is betting its life that Mr. Roosevelt will boost 
prices, either through inflation or some other means. 


The idea is supposed to have been taken up by handlers of 
consumers’ goods in at least one other large eastern city. All avail- 
able funds are being used to go out into the market now and buy, 
buy, buy. When prices are higher they will sell, sell, sell. 

That is all right for the present. It will stimulate production. 
It should generate purchasing power. 

The worry will come when the handlers begin selling their 10 
months’ supply and are purchasing nothing.

In Georgia’s Fields and Streams 
By H. A. CARTER 


THAT SIXTH LIZARD. 

The number of times that we have 
spoken of Georgia’s six species of 
lizards slips my mind for the mo- 
ment. I just received a specimen of 
that sixth species from Oliver Allen 
the other day. Leiolopisma laterale is 
his name, and being such a modestly 
eolored little reptile and secretive in 


descriptive 


common name, but is cursed with a 
totally colorless and inadequate ap- 
pelation—ground lizard. Naming ~all 
the insects that swarm toward elec- 
tric lights “electric bugs” would be 
just as perfect a use of adjectives. and 
nouns. 

Leiolopisma when full grown is but 
three inches long, and his body is 


_1smooth and lustrous, giving the little 


beast an altogether handsome appear- 
ance. From the top of his head on 
down to the tail there is a bronze 
stripe, faintly flecked with black in 
minute spots. The sides are darker in 


satiny black, and the under side is 
pearly white. 

When these lizards are disturbed 
under the bark of fallen trees they 
attempt to escape as quickly as they 
can. The dainty bodies wriggle from 
side to side in the most unlizardlike 
fashion, but their small weak legs are 
of little use. Compared with the large 
relatives such as the Black Shink and 


the Blue-tailed Skink, Leiolopisma 
seems to be pitifully weak. 

As a matter of fact, the anatomy 
of this little fellow tells us a story of 
progressive degeneration following the 
adoption of a burrowing or concealing 
habitat. While Leiolopisma is cer- 
tainly not so degenerate as the her- 
petologically famous Neoseps  rey- 
noldsi of Florida, still its pitifully 
weak legs mark it as a losing form 
in the fight for survival. The large, 
stout-bodied Blue-tailed Skink wins 
our admiration as a successful spe- 
cies, but Leiolopisma piques our cu- 
riosity as to its adaptation to an 


environment so different from that of 
the large skinks. 

Watch for Leiolopisma, and let us 
know where you see them. Distribu- 
tional records are very valuable.
